The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Krzepinski (4,690,626) discloses a rotational mold system with multiple stations, 
comprising a heating chamber opens in the bottom and movable in a vertical direction and a 
plurality of cooling stations arranged circularly around the heating chamber. 

However, Krzepinski fails to disclose means for simultaneously raising the heating 
station housing and the cooling station enclosures from a carousel, while mold manupulators are 
rotated about an axis on that carousel.
